URBAN COUNCIL

No assurance had yet been given 
by the water outhoritles that 
restrictions had ‘been lifted for all 
time, ‘declared the Chairman of the 
Urban €ouncll (Mr, -R. R. Todd)

Answer.—The sprinkling of streets 


with water was abandoned in 1028, |, 


but all sidewalks, surface- channels, 
seavenging Janca and stone steps 
(with the exeeption of those on the 
Peak) are washed once a week. 


(2) Is It not feasible to resume 
it by the employment of water carts? 

Answer.—The sprinkling of strecta 
by means of water carts Is of little 
beneft excent temporarily to lay dust, 
It is considered that in view of the 
small amount of dust In the streets 
the expense would not be Justified. 


Use of Sea Water 


(3) If fresh water is not available 
throughout the year for thls purpose 
could not a mixture of fresh and sea 
water be uscd Instead? 


Answer.—The use of sea woter for 


sprinkdingt or flushing the streets has |. 


been abandoned because salt water 
deleteriously affects certain rond 
surfaces and because the use of sea 
water on the rords causes skidding 
of motor vehicles, The use of fea 
water on the upper Ievels ywould also 
Involve the expense of pumping er 
carting the water to these levels,

would make the streets slippery, js 
It nol possible to. flush them at night? 


Answer,—While it is not thought 
that flushing the streets with fresh 
water would make the streets sip- 
pery, to Mush them at night would 
entall the, use of extra staff, which 
is not at presant availnble, [ would 
niso polnt out that no assurance can 
yet be given by the Water Authority 
that water restrictions have been 
lifted for atl time, When such an 
assurance is given the question of 
flushing: the streets as well as washe 
Ing the sidewalks, surface chanacts, 
ete, with main water will be fur- 
ther considered,

LEARNT GAME AT VALLEY 


Quite a number of the old CRC, 
cricketers recall learning their game 
at Happy Valley years before it was 
laid’ out tn jts present state, Many 
of them used {o .wallke down from 
Bonham Road to the Valley 
their cricket, beenuse In those days 
there were ono public buses or 
trams, 


But the majority of the C.RC. 
ploneera becume Initiated Into the 
mysteries of cricket while at the Unt- 
versity, while later on they enjoyed 
the assistance of a number of return- 
ed students ‘and graduates. 


Though never champions of the 
league, the C.R.C, could always turn 
out a team good enough to shake up 
the best of ‘em, and many clubs re- 
garded the Chinese as their “bogey” 
opponents. Several times they upset 
the hopes of potential league cham- 
pions by pulling off surprising vic- 
torics, and they were a team never 
to be taken lightly. ‘ 


Whether ‘or not cricket at the 
Chinese Recreation Club can again 
reach a high standard depends large- 
ly on the willingness of the younger 
members of to-day to support those 
who are endeavouring to resuscitate 
the game. On the: face. of St, there 
docs not appear to be-any valid reu- 
‘son why the C.R.C. should not even- 
tually become strong. cnough once 
more to figure with prominence tn 
the cricket league, 
be more warmly welcomed.

play. 


A “Block List" of players guilty of 
foul tactics during matches has al- 
ready been ‘complied; in fuct it has 
grown so rupidly that it takes up a 
complete fMiing cabinet of names at 
the -Football Associntion offices in 
London. , 


Each player has hls own name- 
card, They are filed in alphabetl- 
cal order, and on cach card is the 
record of the player, a list of the 
cautions he has received, of 
questionable tricks, and = the 
penaltics imposed. 


The card of a famous First Divi- 
sion player was pulled out of Sts 
place in the cabinet and Mr, BF. A, 
Rous, Sceretary, English F.A., handed 
{1 to a reporter. os 


Tho .man’s Ust of foul: play 
penaltics took up all one side of 
the card and 
other side, There must have been 


a dozen, « 


Mr. Rous said: “That is rather 
an exceptional card.’
